The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record teaches a liquid crystal display conqDrising: a first substrate; a gate line formed on the first 
substrate; a data line formed on the first substrate and intersecting the gate line; first and second 
pixel electrodes located opposite the data line and having a plurality of first cutouts; a thin film 
transistor connected to the gate line, the data Hne, and the first pixel electrode; a second substrate 
facing the second substrate; and a common electrode formed on the second substrate and having 
a plurality of second and third cutouts defining a plurality of domains along with the first cutouts 
and facing the first and the second pixel electrodes, respectively. The prior art of record does not 
teach nor suggest in combination with the limitations supra, the second and the third cutouts have 
portions overlapping the data line and the overlapping portions of the second and the third 
cutouts are alternately arranged along the data Une.
